Formal call for the formation of a 





storm water protection district along San 
Antonio Creek, west of Upland, was issued 
yesterday by the Board of Supervisors, 
and the hearing was set for March 20. 
There were 134 signatures of property 
owners on the petition asking’ for the 
formation of the district and outlining 
the lands which should be assessed to pay 
the costs of the big work. 

Following is the description of the 
property included in the district which 
will be taxed to pay the expense:

COUNTY WELFARE 


MOSER A CANDIDATE 


MAINTAING EXRIBIT: FOR CITY GOUNGIL 


The County Welfare Department 
has decided to maintain an exhibit 
at the Orange Show. The booth 
will be in charge of the two nurses 
of the county, Miss Emma Lam 
bert and Miss Ethel May Lloyd. It 
is planned to have at all hours, two 
trained nurses on duty. Many 
nurses from local institutions are 
volunteering to take on the work. 
While the prime obiect of the main- 
tainance of the booth is to make the 
public more familiar with the work 
of the Welfare Department in the 
care of the sick and needy of the 
county, first aid will at all times 
be availeble to the patrons of the 
show. 

A great amount of good was done 
last year for the patrons aside from 
instructing the public in the nurs- 
ing work of the bureau. The loca- 
tion of the booth this year will be 
near the rest room. 

Wednesday morning, Mrs. Maud 
S. Bell, executive secretary of the 
Welfare Bureau, made a trip to Up- 
land and Ontario, where she investi- 
gated cases of destitution. As a re 
sult six new cases are being cared 
for by the county. 

Mrs. Bell has finally finished her 
new system of filing that she has 
developed for the keeping of the 
records of the Welfare department 
work. By this new system, she, or 
any one in the office, during her ab- 
sence, can instantly refer to the 
records and before them will be a 
complete record of the case in ques 
tion. It starts out with the taking 
over of the case and is brought 
down to date. 

Your correspondent has ben per- 
mitted to read some of the = indi 
vidual records and at times they 
read like a romance, In other 
cases it is a revelation of the 
depths of human misery and troub- 
les. It is almost impossible to be 
lieve that many of those aided 
were onee in good positions in life 
and in some manner or other were 
cast from the heights and found it 
necessary to appeal to the collective 
aid of the community. 

Many people, states Mrs. Bell, 
are under the impression that the 
greater portion of the people help: 
éd are of the Mexican nationality. 
This, she states, is not the case, as 
the percentage of that class of peo- 
ple is very small. 

One of the problems of the de- 
partment is to find employment for 
those who apply for aid. Many are 
willing workerss and do not want 
charity, but a chance to help them 
selves, It is surprising the number 
of men and women that apply to 
the department every day for work 
of any kind. 

Every effort is being made to 
place these people in self-support 
ing positions and Mrs. Bell often 
appeals to the public through the 
newspapers in an effort to place 
the applicants.

WHAT VOLCANOES THROW uP 


Water, Dust, Mud, Pumice, Glass and | 
Granite Among Products of the 


Rumbiers. |

One of these is water. It is the 


last thing we should expect a burning 
mountain to produce, but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, volcanoes vomit enormous 
quantities of water, formed by the 
cooling and consequent condensation 
of gases rising through the vent pipe. 
Volcanic dust, thrown high into the 
air during an eruption, 1s so finely di- 
vided that much of it will float in the 
upper levels of the atmosphere for 
years. Its particles seem mostly to be 
minute bubbles, hollow inside. 
Together with water, volcanoes emit 
vast quantities of mud, which, hard- 
ening into rock, form whet is called 
“tuff’—a friable material which in 
parts of our own West covers great 
areas to a depth of thousands of feet. 
A familiar volcanic product is pum- 
ice, which is so porous, and therefore 
so light in weight, that it will float on 
water, Another is obsidian, or ‘vol- 
eanic glass,” a substance of the same 
chemical composition as pumice, but 
extremely hard, being of high density. 
Typical of the “eruptive” rocks, rep- 
resenting material thrown up from the 
depths, is granite. Such rocks are 
practically impervious to water, where- 
as the sedimentary rocks—sandstones, 
limestones and shales—are sufficiently 
porous to allow water to percolate 
through them. It is these sedimentary 
rocks that contain the so-called 
“pools” of petroleum, usually with wa- 
ter underlying the oil. 








GINKGO TREE IS FROM JAPAN 


Regarded by Park Commissioners Ev- 
erywhere as One of the Most Sat- 
isfactory Shade-Makers, 

One of the exports 
which has met universal 
unqualified approval in Europe and 
America is the Ginkgo tree. ‘You will 
see hardly a public park on the conti- 
nent or in England without it, and, as 
for American cities, “Jinkgo” is one of 
the park commissioners’ standbys. 
Washington, District of Columbia, has 
adopted it as its “official street tree” 
—whatever that means. Because it ts 
so hardy under city conditions—that 
explains its popularity, in part. It is 
also a large and tall tree, peerless for 
shade, 

Its name has proved almost impreg- 
nable to western tongues. Some one 
has said that to get two tree experts 
who will agree on the spelling, “you 
would have to go to Japan—and there 
they dodge the issue and draw a pic- 
ture.” Ginkgo, gingko, jinkgo, ginko, 
jinka—are a few occidental variations 
of the puzzle. Many tactful persons 
have adopted “Maidenhair Tree,” as a 
way out—it’s long-petioled leaves are 
quite the shape of the so-called 
maidenhair fern’ of American woods, 
Although classified botanically among 
the “evergreens” or “conifers,” it is 
deciduous, and its cone is not a cone |\ 
at all, but a fruity covered seed.

Passes Its 700th Birthday. 

In Old Castle, rich in the romance 
and legends of Sunny Spain, Burgos, 
the capital of the ancient kingdom, 
has lost none of its picturesque charm 
in the centuries since the days when 
El Cid drew his sword in rebellion 
against the Moors. Burgos, partially 
depopulated, but still clinging to its 
traditions as all good Spanish cities 
will, glories chiefly in the aura of the 
mighty Cid and in the possession of 
the historic Gothic cathedral, liveliest 
in all the kingdom, writes Charlotte 
Jordon in the New York Times. 

The ancient cathedral, founded in 
1221, recently celebrated its seven 
hundredth birthday by enshrining in 
{ts nave the remains of the national 
idol, El Cid, the hero of Castle, about 
whom time has woven many legends. 





Chaleur Bay’s “Fire Ship.” 
According to investigations of Pro- | 
fessor Ganong, the traditional “fire 
ship” of Chaleur bay, New Brunswick, 
appearing usually before a storm, has 
a basis of fact. It is a hemispherical 


light, with the flat side toward the 
water, glowing sometimes without 
much change of form, but at other 


times rising into slender, moving col- 
umns, in which an excited imagination 
might recognize the flaming rigging of 
a ship. 

The general explanation offered is | 
that this object is a manifestation of 
St. Elmo’s’ fire, an electrical phe- 
nomenon, bet the reason for its ap- 
pearance only on or near Chaleur bay 
is not known, 


How France Is Repopulating. 

Vital that the birth 
rate inereased in France in 1920. At 
Marseilles, for the first time in years, 
the number of births greatly exceed- 
ed the number of deaths, At Chaions- 
sur-Saone the total of births for the 
year was 689 and that of deaths, 571. 
In Toulon the number of births ex- 
ceeded by 118 that of deaths, some- 
has not happened for 80} 
From Orleans — satisfactory 
figures also have been communicated, 
and at Dieppe the number of births 
exceeded by 80 per cent the number 
of deaths.

NATURE’S WAY WITH PESTS 


One Destructive Insect is Used to Fight 
Another; Each Capable of 
Useful Work. 

You recail the old nursery rhyme, 
“This is the house that Jack built?” 
The story of Nature’s warfare runs on 
very much the same lines. This is 
the fox that ate the squirrel that stole 
the eggs of the magpie that killed the 
sparrow that devoured the fly that 
destroyed the caterpillar that spoilt 
the cabbage that grew in the house

Nature uses one pest to fight another, 


| Hach of the creatures mentioned is a 


pest; 
work, 

Moths and butterflies lay hundreds 
of eggs at a time, so that if nothing 
preyed on caterpillars we should soon 
have not a single green leaf in the 
country. But we must have moths 
and butterflies to fertilize flowers. The 
chief foe of the caterpillar is the 
ichneumon-fly, which lays eggs in him 
ag he crawls on a leaf. These eggs 
hatch into grubs and kill the cater- 
pillar. 

The ichneumon-fly is eaten by small 
birds which do useful work in this 
way, though in other ways they are 
pests, for they eat the farmer’s corn. 
They are kept in check by cuckoos, 
hawks, crows, and magpies. There 
birds of prey, if their growth was un- 
checked, would goon kill all the game 
in the country. Squirrels and other 
birds keep them down by stealing their 
eggs. Squirrels are preyed upon by 
foxes, which, as we have no wild 
beasts in this country, must be kept 
in check by man, 


FINDS CURE FOR BLEEDERS 


Paris Physician Successful in Treating 
Disease With Use of Blood 
From the Horse, 
“Bleeders,” as they are called, gen- 
erally come of families with a history 
of bleeding. Such sufferers are rare- 
ly cured, But Dr, P. Emile-Weil of 
Paris reports in a bulletin of the 
Societe Medicale des Hopitaux the suc- 
cess he has had with his treatment of 
the disease, which is called hemophilia, 

He relates the case of a child of 
seven, a pronounced bleeder, belong- 
ing to one of the classic bleeder fami- 
lies that have been written up in 
medical annals since the Kighteenth 
century. He gave the boy an injec- 
tion of 20 cubic centimetres of normal 
horse serum—-that is, horse’s blood 
with the corpuscles extracted—every 


yet each is capable of useful 


second month until fifteen injections 
had been given, The tendency to 
hemorrhage seemed to be arrested, 


and after seven years there has been 
no sign of its recurrence. 

Previous to this Doctor Weil had 
treated seven cases of familiar hemo- 
philia with such injections, all of them 
successfully, but he never regarded a 
case as wholly cured until that of this 
boy. But the fact that he has been 
free from bleeding for seven years in- 
dicates at least that this disease is 
curable, 





First Magic Lantern. 


» Fakers in the old days were no less 


quick than their present brethren to 
take advantage of scientific disctver- 
ies to fool the public. In 1646, one 
Athanasius Kircher announced to the 
few German scientists of his day that 
he had discovered aa instrument which 
would throw large pictures of any 
drawing or painting placed on {t, upon 
a white screen. He wrote quite a 
treatise on this first magic lantern 
and called it the “Arm Magna Lueis 
et Umbrae.”
